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INTRODUCTION 


Commun  icable  disease  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina,  1963  are  herein 
presented  as  Part  I  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section. 
Natality  and  mortality  data  will  be  published  as  Part  II  later  in  the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  appears  on  this  and  the  following  page.  Population 
data  and  general  summary  tables  showing  the  reported  incidence  of  reportable 
communicable  diseases  in  1963  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex,  and  color 
comprise  the  body  of  this  report.  More  detailed  summaries  are  given  for  certain 
selected  diseases. 


SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  data  were  derived  from  report  cards  received  f rom  m i  1  i t ar y  bases,  local 
physicians,  health  departments,  and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through 
interstate  reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  All  death  certificates  which  list 
a  reportable  communicable  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  are  checked  against  the 
case  report  files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported 
cases.  Certain  more  detailed  Information  than  that  published  in  this  report  is 
available  upon  request. 


REPORT  PERIOD 

Cases  of  amebiasis,  leprosy,  tuberculosis,  and  venereal  disease  are  tabulated 
according  to  date  received  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

All  other  cases  of  communicable  diseases  are  tabulated  by  date  of  onset. 
Cases  reported  as  having  onset  in  1963  and  received  January  I,  1963  through 
January  31,  1961*,  and  those  received  in  1963  with  date  of  onset  unknown,  are 
reflected  as  1963  events.  Prior  to  1918,  reported  cases  of  these  diseases  were 
compiled  according  to  date  of  report. 


The  cases  included  in  this  report  are  for  residents  of  North  Carolina  and 
are  allocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient. 


RATES 

All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  Morbidity  rates  for  the  past 
16  years  for  selected  reportable  communicable  diseases  are  presented  in  table  4 
to  show  t  rends. 


North  Carolina  population  by  county  and  color,  1963  and  by  color  and  sex, 
936-1963  are  given  in  tables  I  and  2  respectively. 


Population  data  used  in  this  report  for  1936-1963,  other  than  the  three 
census  years  (|9'I0,  1950,  I  960  )  we  re  e  s  t  i  m  a  t  ed  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  1936-1919, 
and  by  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section  1951-1963.  The  arithmetic  method, 
which  assumes  the  same  average  annual  numerical  increase  or  decrease  for  the 
succeeding  decade  as  occurred  between  two  known  census  years,  was  used  in  esti- 
mating the  total  population  since  1950. 


D ISCUSS  ION 

Thanks  to  increased  emphasis  on  obtaining  effective  immunization  levels,  the 
morbidity  due  to  diseases  for  which  Immunizing  agents  are  available  continues  to 
decrease.  The  number  of  poliomyelitis  cases  during  I963wasless  than  half  of  the 
number  reported  in  1962.  The  Incidence  of  diphtheria  fell  to  an  all-time  low  of 
four  cases  (over  8,000  cases  of  d i ph the r I  a  we  re  reported  f rom  t h  I  s  s t a te  in  1922). 

The  optimism  which  might  be  derived  from  these  statistics  cannot  be  carried 
over  to  tetanus.  Twenty-one  individuals  contracted  this  disease  in  1963,  two  of 
them  newborn  Infants.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  these  cases  terminated  fatally. 
A  statewide  tetanus  Immunization  campaign  carried  on  in  1962  apparently  w^s  not 
successful  in  reaching  our  middle-aged  and  elderly  citizens. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  hepatitis  has  continued  to  fall  from  the  peak 
level  experienced  In  1961.  It  is  known  that  hepatitis  reaches  hy pe r- endem i c  pro- 
portions every  six  to  eight  years. 

No  indigenous  cases  of  malaria  were  reported  from  North  C a ro 1 i n a  d u r i n g  1963 
nor  was  there  a  single  case  of  human  rabies. 

The  morbidity  of  Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever  was  almost  identical  to  that 
noted  in  1961  and  1962.  Since  this  disease  is  transmitted  by  the  dog  tick,  it 
does  not  lend  itself  well  to  intensive  statewide  preventive  measures.  For  the 
first  year  since  the  reporting  of  tularemia  was  initiated,  nota  single  case  was 
reported  in  North  Carolina. 

In  spite  of  Improvements  in  purification  of  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal 
techniques,  diseases  dueto  enteric  p a t hogen s  are  encoun te red  with  some  regularity 
in  North  Carolina.  During  1963,  there  were  reported  2^  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
281  casesofother  salmonella  infections,  and2l'i  i  n  s  t  ance  s  o  f  b  ac  i  1  1  a  ry  dysentery. 

The  number  of  c ase s  o f  me  as  1 e s  for  1963  rose  to  1,606,  this  being  a  continued 
demonstration  of  its  cyclic  behavior.  Control  of  this  disease  by  the  use  of 
measles  vaccine  is  anticipated  with  wider  use. 

A  total  of  1,46'+  cases  of  tubercu  1  OS  I  s  was  reported  in  1963  as  compared  with 
1,423  in  1962. 

A  total  of  12,607  cases  of  venereal  disease  was  reported  in  North  Carolina 
during  1963.  Gonorrhea  was  reported  at  about  the  same  rate  as  in  the  two  preceding 
years.  The  969  reported  cases  of  primary  and  secondary  syphilis  reflects  an  Increase 
in  Infectious  syphilisofIS  per  cent  over  1962.  This  occurredwhilethe  reporting 
of  latent  syphilis  continued  to  decline.
